quake shook the whole city and 
rounding country. One shock appar 
]y lasted two minutes, and there 
almost Immediate collapse of fit 
structures all over the city, 
water supply was cut off and m 
fires broke out In various sect 
there was nothing to do but to let 
buildings burn. Telegraph and I 
phone communication was shut off for 
a time. 

Electric power was-slopped and street 
cars did not run Railroads and ferry 
boats also ceased operations. The va- 
rious fires have been raging all day 
and the fire department has been DOw- 
erless to do anything except to dyna- 
mite the buildings threatened. All 
day long explosions have shaken the 
city and added to the terror of the In- 
habitants. Following the first shock 
there was another within five minutes, 
but not nearly so Bevere. Three hours 
later there was another slight quake. 

Reports from districts outside of 
San FrunclBco Indicate widespread 
damage. San Jose, 50 miles south, 
lost many buildings, a;... from IE to 20 
people wore killed. The annex of the 

Vtadom total collapsed and fires 

broke out. Stanford university and 
Palo Alto suffered. At Stanford many 
of the handsome building* were de- 
molished.

In 
this work many heroic soldiers, police- 
men and firemen were mained or kill-

Forgetting for a moment the terrible 
suffering, physical and financial, that 
trails in the wake of the disaster, the 
Bcene presented t by the flames Is one 
of unspeakable' grandeur. Looking 
over the city from a high hill in the 
western addition, the flames can be 
seen rolling skyward for miles and 
miles, while in the midst of the spoul 
Ing and bslching tongues of red fire 

falling towers of the .loomed buildings 
At regular Intervals the booming of 
the dynamite tells of the work of the 
brave army of mill that are attempting 
to save the city from complete anni- 
hilation. 

A falling wall from one of the dyna 
mlted buildings on Mission street 
crushed out th? life of brave Fireman 
Max Renner, while countless others 
met like fates. Through all the streets 
automobiles and express wagonB are 
hurrying, carrying the dead and in 
Jured to the morgue and the hospitals. 
At the morgue in the Hal! of Justice 
50 bodies lie on the slabs. The 
flames rapidly approached this build- 
ing and the work of removing th? bod- 
ies to Jackson square, opposite, began. 
While the soldiers and police were car- 
rying the dead to what appeared safe 
places, a shower of brick* from a 
qulldlng dynamited to check the prog 
ress of the sweeping flames Injured 
many of the workmen and sent sol- 
dier after soldier hurrying to the hos- 
pitals, the work of removing the bod- 
ies stopped and the remainder of the 
dead were left to possible cremation 
in the ruins.

In 
stances men with ropes are dragging 
trunks tandem style, others have sew- 
ing machines strapped to the trunks. 
Again women are rushing for the hills 
carrying in their arms only the family 
cat or a ntra cage. 

There Is no aid for any one from 
outside sources. In the awful scram- 
ble for safety, the half-crated 
vlvors disregard everything but 
thought of themselves and their prop 
erty. In every excavation and 
throughout the north beach household- 
ers are burying household effects, 
throwing tHem into ditches and cov- 
ering the holes. Attempts are made 
to mark the graves of the property so 
can be racovered after the 
flames are appeased. Sufferers 
vadlng the few buildings that remain 
the hope of finding something to 
eat They only desist when warned 
by the soldiers. 

At the ferry building a crowid of a 
thousand people were gathered beg- 
ging for food and transportation 
across the bay. Hundreds have not 
even ten cents' car fare to Oakland, 
of the refugees at this point 
Chinamen and Italians, who fled 
from their burned tenements with lit- 
tle or no personal property. 

The sufferings of many from hun- 
>r is pitiful. At 8 o'clock a mob of 
a hundred or more robbed a bread 
wagon of its contents. The police 
made an attempt to Interfere, but w?re 
powerless. Bread is arriving from 
Berkeley and Oakland and Is being 
ed In the north end of town 
by the relief parties organized by 
Mayor Schniitx. 

Thousands of people are sleeping 
In the hills or standing gasing with 
grim face* on the lur'd scene below. 
Women and children and little babies 
in arms are huddled together with the 
Jured. In Golden Gate park the peo- 
ple are crowded together, with gnaw, 
ing hunger the companion of all. The 
wail of the injured and the calls of 
frantic survivors for friends and rel- 
atives who are missing are most pit- 
iful. These crowds are constantly in- 
creasing, and the relief coaa 
are doing all in their power to
